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American newspapers for October 16th and 
47th carried headlines such as: 


“682 FACTORIES IN WEST GERMANY 
TO BE REMOVED AS REPARATIONS.” 


One paper had a subhead: 

“U. S. and Eritish Warn Defiance Threaten- 
ed by Reich Labor Groups Will Be Met with 
Military Force if Necessary.” 


This action is typical of high-level American 
stupidity. 


The mess our representatives have made in 
Germany will profoundly affect our economic 
welfare. ‘The results of our German policy may 
determine the length of our own lives and those 
of our children. Therefore, this matter is not 
merely the concern of our hired agents; it is the 
business of each of us citizens. It is time the Am- 


-—-~-rican people knew the whole miserable truth. 


Germany is the ceonomic and industrial heart 
of a Europe that lies shattered and in danger of 
dissolution. Divine Providence and the events of 
history put seventy mi'lion Germans into Central 
Europe, and unless we are prepared to destroy 
them them all, we had better abandon wishful 
thinking and get down to realities. 


Europe cannot be saved without an econom- 
ically strong Germany. Europe can be saved if 
Germany can be safely put on her feet. 


There is a simple choice before us. Do we 
want Europe to survive, or don’t we? If we do, 
a sound Germany must be rebuilt. If we do not 
have a sound Germany, Europe will inevitably 
slide over the brink into chaos. Communism will 
organize it, and the Soviet Union will come into 
possession of resources and of individuals with 
which it can conquer the world. Then probably 
Germans would come to dominate Soviet Russia; 
and if the strengthened Russia should ever defeat 
the United States in war, then, following prece- 
dent established by the United States in 1945 
and 1946, it would try and hang every American 
official of any consequence from the President 
down. And, unquestionably many vociferous 
private American citizens, suspected of being 
accomplices, would hang with them. 


According to dispatches from Europe, we are 
at the present time on the verge of further 


-strengthening our enemy, Soviet Russia, by hand- 


ing over to her more dismantled German man- 
ufacturing plants, including some of war-making 
value. ‘Leaders who, in the autumn of 1947, 
would even contemplate such action ought to 
submit to psychiatric examination. 


This dismantling of plants should cease forth- 
with. 

* * * 

Our statesmen and their economists ought to 
have known from the beginning what stakes are 
involved in the future of Germany. Perhaps 
some of them did. But their whole policy toward 


_ Germany both during and after the war has ig- 
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nored realities — has piled blunder upon blunder. 
They either failed to see, or would not see, that 
the economy of all Europe is more intimately 
bound up with the German economy than the 
economy of the United States with that of say, 
Pennsylvania, New York and Michigan taken 
together.

What has been our policy in Germany? 

On April 26, 1945, a key military directive 
(JCS 1067/66) issued to our forces, then begin- 
ning the occupation of Germany, stated: 

“It should be brought home to the Germans 
that Germany’s ruthless warfare and the fanatical 
Nazi resistance have destroyed the German econ- 
omy and made chaos and suffering inevitable 
and that the Germans cannot escape responsibil- 
ity for what they have brought upon themselves.’’ 

This is the idea which underlays ‘“‘The Morgen- 
thau Plan,’’? that justice demanded the pumnish- 
ment of the German people. In the Morgenthau 
view it meant that Germany must be forever de- 
stroyed as an industrial society and reduced to a 
primitive .agricultural subsistence level. What 
the advocates of retribution overlooked was, that 
in destroying German economy they would also 
destroy the whole economy of Europe, bringing 
down their friends as well as their foes. 

The Potsdam agreement, of August 2, 1945, 
gave more concrete shape to the economic im- 
becility upon which we had embarked. Russia 
was given the eastern part of Germany, which 
included the agricultural lands upon which both 
Eastern and Western Germany depended, as well 
as a large number of German industrial plants 
mostly concentrated in the Berlin area and in 
Silesia. The Russians were supposed merely to 
be “occupying” that territory. But any American 
who expected to get the Russjan zone back into 
an economically united Germany, unless under 
Soviet domination, was dim-witted. 

After Potsdam, Russia was not only turned 
loose in Eastern Germany to do as it pleased, but 
a “Level-of-Industry” plan for the whole of 
Germany was promised ‘‘within six months at the 
latest.’”” The plan did not come for eight critical 
months — the very months in which reconstruc- 
tion ought to have been getting a good start. In

that time hardly a factory wheel moved in the 


_ Western zones ruled by the United States, Brit- 


ain and France. Only agricultural production 
was permitted, and that production was far below 
the barest demands. Meanwhile, in their zone, 


‘the Russians were either dismantling factories 


and carrying them away to Russia, or were recon- 
ditioning them and putting Germans to work on 
goods for the Soviet Union. 


When the promised plan was finally announced 
March 28, 1946, the outlook became even grim- 
mer. Paralyzing uncertainty was succeeded by 
paralyzing certainty. For the plan was still the 
Morgenthau plan. It was not stated in terms of 
passionate vindictiveness but in the cold, precise 
and terrible phrases of economists clothed with 
authority to create death by definition. It was a 
sentence of extinction upon the German economy 
and the whole economy. of Europe as well. In- 
exorably it created a vacuum in Germany which 
could be filled only by the hundreds of millions 
of dollars we have since poured in) or, failing 
that, by entrance of the Soviet Union into full 
possession and control. 


One or two examples of this plan for chaos 
will reveal its nature. The manufacture of ball- 
bearings was prohibited, along with locomotives 
and heavy tractors. Production of agricultural 
machinery, food-processing equipment and ar- 
tificial fertilizer was severely curtailed — this in 
spite of the profession of the plan to make the 
area agricultural. 


With diabolicai cleverness the production of 
machine tools was limited to eleven and four- 
tenths per cent of 193 capacity. This alone in- 
sured that henceforth machinery which broke 
down could be neither repaired or replaced. But 
the ensuing paralysis could not stop at the Ger- 
man borders. It began to spread throughout the 
whole European economy. 


As a matter of fact the only far-seeing Amer- 
ican planning in Germany has been not construc- 
tive but dsetructive. Destructive not only to 
Germany but to America’s vital interest in the 


rehabilitation of Europe.

The Potsdam agreement and the plan of March 
28, 1946, also provided that the Soviet Union 
should receive, in addition to what it could loot 
from Eastern Germany, twenty-five per cent of 
the physical assets of condemned industrial pro- 
ductive capacity in the Western zones! The rest 
of the factories which Germans ‘‘would not need” 
were to be dismantled and distributed as “‘rep- 
arations” throughout other countries in Europe. 
In addition, the Soviet Union demanded repara- 
tions from the whole of Germany amounting to 
about ten billion dollars, which it proposed to 
make a first charge on what was left of the 
German economy, East and West. 


For seventeen long and desperate months, un- 
til August 29, 1947, this “plan” remained in ef- 
fect in Western Germany. The area became, in 
Woodsworth’s words, ‘‘a stagnant fen.” 


, But in the East the Soviets were busy. They 
had Germany’s “‘breadbasket,”’ and in their zone 
they got the Germany economy at work again. 
They made their occupied area an asset, while 
we made of ours an increasing liability which de- 
pended upon our charity for food and for cloth- 
ing. To all attempts by the United States, Britain 
and Francé to secure the intergrated German 
economy, agreed upon at Potsdam, the Russian 
returned evasive. replies. Nor were they stupid: 
outwardly encouraging us to ruin Western Ger- 
many, they were busy rehabilitating Eastern Ger- 
many. To hungry men, bread is the most im- 
portant thing in the world. The Russians knew 
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perfectly well that hungry Germans in the West 
would conclude: The Americans and British talk 
to us of freedom while they destroy us. But in 
the Soviet Zone men’ work and their wives and 
children eat. 


Our Planners, had they been gifted with or- 
dinary foresight, could have predicted precisely 
this condition, without consulting soothsayers or 
astrologers. But of course what these Planners 
did was not their work: however unwitting, their 
planning was in effect the planning of Soviet 
Russia herself. That they did not sense the cer- 
tain consequences, or that for.a year and a half 
they would not admit it if they did, is another 
evidence of their utter incompetence. With evil 
results piling up like truckloads of garbage in the 
back yard and on the lawn, they held their noses 
and exuded cheerful optimism until August 29th 


last.

On that day the British and American zones, 
which had been combined for purposes of econ- 
omic planning, were handed a new plan. The 
American commander, General Lucius D. Clay, 
had received his authority from a directive (heav- 
enly world!) approved by the State, War and 
Navy Departments on July 15th. This long- 
winded directive makes amazing reading, as does 
the plan issued on August 29th. Both have been 
hailed a sharp turn in the road, away from the 
whole Morgenthau complex and looking toward 
the creation of an economically sound Germany. 
They are nothing of the kind. 


This new scheme is not five per cent -better 
than the original Morgenthau plan. 


What else could anyone have expected? Can 
Planners who have consistently and colossally 
bungled what is at root a simple problem, who 
have spent twenty-eight frantic monihs making a 
bad situation incredibly worse, suddenly emerge 
as wise or just men with a sound program? 
Would receivers in bankruptcy of an industrial 
enterprise continue to employ incompetent man- 
agement merely because it claimed to have ‘a 
new plan’ — and without examining the plan? 


The new plan, to continue the metaphor above, 
is not one for garbage removal. It is merely a 
plan for a little less garbage, plus the use of large 
quantities of expensive perfume to spray over 
the vast quantities that still remain. 


What the Planners propose is simple. The 
level of the German industry, as provided for in 
the plan of March 28, 1946, was too low. So we 
will raise it. We will bring it up to the level of 
1936, the last normal pre-war year. That’s being 
fair to the Germans, isn’t it? We are now giv- 
ing the Germans Hope. This is an Incentive. If 
they attain the 1936 level they will have a Healthy 
Economy.

Let’s examine this revised plan. 


The first fact that strikes us is the paragraph 
that that appears at the very end of the official 


text: 


“The production of aluminum, beryllium, vana- 
dium and magnesium is prohibited under the pre- 
ivous level of industry plan. No plants in these 
industries will be made available for reparations 
purposes pending further review. No change is 
proposed in the arrangements made under the pre- 
vious plan in regard to ball bearings, synthetic 
ammonia, synthetic rubber and synthetic gasoline 
and oil.” 


There is the end of the romance. Now you 
know what will happen to the chief character. 
He is going to die. It is true that aluminum can 
be’ used for war. It is also true that no industry 
with modern equipment can be created if you 
deny it aluminum and vanadium. But the last 
sentence is the payoff: for modern industry can- 
not exist without ball bearings. And where one 


cannot get large quantities of natural rubber and 
oil (and you cannot, without the means to pay 
for them) you have no way of creating the nec- 
essary transportation. 


Yet German industry, 





with the means at hand, is forbidden to 
these things!

The top steel capacity to be permitted Germany 


is 10,700,000 tons per year (Under the old 
level it was 7,500,000 tons — for all Germany. 
* Actual production was limited to 5,800,000 tons.) 


This looks like a big increase, until we note that 
the new maximum permitted is equal only to © 


six-weeks United States production. The arbitrary 


fixing of a figure which means there will not be — fs 
enough steel to supply normal European needs — 


when the German production is added to other 
continental production, speaks for itself, Not only 
will the German economy remain sick — the 


whole European economy will be sick. for the 


steel it will need but cannot get. 
Which is just what Moscow wants. 


In the heavy machinery industry, enough equip- 
ment is to be left to supply eighty per cent of 
“pre-war production.” But thirty-five per cent 
of present capacity is to be dismantled and re- 
moved. In light machinery, in which Germany 
was comparatively weak before the war, 119 per 
cent of pre-war capacity is to be retained, while 
twenty-three per cent of existing plants are to be 
dismantled and removed. In machine tools, the 
rate of permitted production is raised so that 
twenty-six and one-tenth per cent of 1938 pro- 
duction may be manufactured, instead of the 
eleven and four-tenths per cent figure of the 
March 28, 1946, plan. This, according to the 
Planners, ‘‘must be retained in order to support 
the revised level of industry.’”? Yet how can an 
industry achieve pre-war normal levels with only 
a quarter of pre-war machine tool production? 


Then add this to the rest: thirty-five per cent 
of existing machine tools plants are earmarked 
for dismantling and removal. Obviously the 
Planners themselves do not expect their permitted 
‘levels to be reached at all. They don‘t want them 


to be reached. As usual, they are deceiving the 


American people. 


Yet the most astounding fact is the over-alE 
estimate of the Planners themselves. 


The bi-zonal area has now a population of six 
million above its 1936 total. By 1952, it is ex- 
pected it will be from “eight to ten millions’’ 
more. But the ‘1936 level of industry plan” is 
based on the needs of a population of thirty-four 
million, not the forty-four million who are ex- 
pected to live there by 1952. Thus the Planners. 
tell us that the level of industry that could sup- 
port thirty-four millions at the 1936 level, will 
furnish a rate of production for the increased pop- 
ulation of “approximitely seventy-tive per cent 
of 1936.” That alone could be the difference 
between prosperity and a bare-subsistence level 
of economy. 


The Planners admit that the old plan — the 
disastrous plan from which they have now turned 
with loathing, although it was their own — would 
have sufficed to ‘‘provide production fifty-five 
per cent of 1938, which would have been about 
seventy to seventy-five per cent of the 1936 pro- 
duction.”” The great change they offer now is a 
plan that will provide at the most, not more than, 
five per cent more for the expected population. 


The Planners now see what everyone else has 
seen for a long time, that since Russia now holds 
the agricultural East, the Western Germans will 
have to import more foreign food at higher prices 
than they did in 1936. To pay for it, they will 
have to export more. How much more? The 
Planners answer: “‘at least fiften per cent more 
in volume than in 1936.”’ So, on top of a pro- 
duction level admittedly no more than seventy- 
five per cent of 1936 for the estimated population 
in 1952, must be saddled an additional fifteen 
per cent in exports, leaving the internal economy 
further depleted by just that much. 


Anyone who would buy this plan under the 
impression we are creating an economically strong 
Western Germany to aid European recovery and 
to counterweight the Soviet zone of Germany, 
would be gullible enough to take a deed for the 
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_ It is, that the United States, in Eur®pe, with 
the power either to encourage the natural recon- 
struction of a free economy in Western Germany, 
or to impbse upon it a planned economy, is im- 
posing a planned economy.

The fact.is that our Planners, being New Deal 
Socialists, are playing with Socialists in Germany, 
as they are through all of Europe. And Socialism 
and Communism being essentially the same, we 
are playing straight into the hands of Soviet Rus- 
sia. 


‘Let us understand the implications of our pol- 
icy. It is often represented to us in the United 
States that Europe has gone so far into socializa- 
tion that the process cannot be stopped. We are 
told we will have to support it or abandon Europe 
to Communism or chaos. 


This is sheer rubbish. It is we, and no other, 
who are imposing upon our defeated foe, and 
through him on his nieghbors, an economy in 
which such remnants of free ‘enterprise as are 
permitted to remain can only wither and die. 
Had the period from March 28, 1946 to August 
29, 1947 been one of true revival of industry 
under the free enterprise system, the British crisis 
would never have come to pass. Britain would 
still have ben faced with crucial and perilous 
decisions, to be sure. But the festering sore at 
the heart of European economy, which is Ger- 
many, is spreading its infection through the 
whole body. 


It is time to talk plainly. We believe the in- 
fluence that: was the author of the Morgenthau 
plan, if indeed it was not the cause that brought 
us into World War Il, is an over-ambitious, ag- 
gressive, arrogant and ruthless group that works 
mostly behind the scenes. 


This minority has its own private espionage 
forces. It has long practiced intimidation over 
other Americans. It plays upon the timidity of 
politicians. It reaches into news and editorial 
offices of our journals and periodicals. It is pow- 
eriul in radio and other communications. Its 
members through the administrative departments, 
and we are advised they are much in evidence 
in our military government in Germany. 


We believe this group has long been perse- 
cuting Americans. It was clearly at the bottom 
of the disgraceful attempt to send to prison some 
thirty American men and women — so-called 
seditionists — for the sole reason that these thirty 
were against Communism and had incurred the 
ill-will of these people. One of these thirty has 
told us that in the midst of the persecution one 
of these%persons invited him to lunch and urged 
him to recant, promisicg him that if he did so 
the way would te open to him to a good posi- 
tion for the rest of his life. 


We believe this minority is responsible for the 
dire situation in Germany today and for attempt- 
ing to put over on the American people the false 
impression that the Morgenthau plan has been 
modified.
